The Anti-Poll Tax bill prohibits 
the lequirement of a payment of 
jaioney for the privilege of voting, 
and the Permanent FEPC bill pro¬ 
hibits any employer from denying 
employment to, or offering employ¬ 
ment to, any person solely on the 
basis of his color, creed, origin or 
religion. 

Why have we included the Price 
• Control Act renewal with these 
two? Eecause unless our savings 
.are guaranteed, unless our stand¬ 
ard of living and purchasing power 
•Are maintained at their present 
level in the postwar period, we are 
going to have a depression, beside 
which the one we just came out of 
will look like the promised land. 
And if that happens, the safeguards 
to democracy embodied in the first 
two bills will be meaningless. 

The Anti-Poll Tax bill was 
passed by the House Tuesday, and 
now goes to the Senate. It faces 
a tough fight from the bloc of re¬ 
actionary southern Democrats, who 
have again threatened to filibuster 
it to death. Your Senator should 
know that you want him to vote 
for a time limit on debate (clo¬ 
ture), the only way in which the 
bill will have a chance to come to 
a vote. The Permanent FEPC was 
to have been given a rule by the 
House Rules committee today, but 
as of now, we have heard no news. 
President Truman asked for im¬ 
mediate favorable action on the 
bill, and the members of the Rules 
Committee should be literally de¬ 
luged with letters, telegrams and 
phone calls urging compliance with 
Truman’s request. As far as the 
Price Control Act is concerned, it 
was given a neat little stab in the 
back in the Senate, where is was 
passed, but after an amendment al¬ 
lowing farm prices to rise high 
enough to guarantee a profit to the 
most marginal producer was incor¬ 
porated into the bill. The amend¬ 
ment is known as the ‘‘farm cost 
of production amendment”, and 
since the bill now must be acted 
on by the House, there is still time 
to defeat it. This amendment 
would effectively’ knock all price 
ceilings off farm products. The 
Price Control Act must be renewed 
without any amendments! Let 
your congressman know at once 
how you stand; it may be too late 
by next week.
